To make good tea is more of an art 
than many people are aware of. The 
Chinese and Russians are ■ the best 
tea-makers. Every one knows that 
tea is made from the leaves of a 
Chinese plant. A French chemist 
has advised that tea should be ground 
like coffee before steeping, to obtain 
from it the most good. To many 
peo)ile "a cup of tea" is a sol.ace for 
nearly all ills. Below is given one 
way of making it. There are three 
varieties of the tea-plant. " Hl.ack" 
and " Green Tea" are most commonly 
used. 

TKA. 
The wMlei siiould be freshly boili'd. 
Scald .aaid heat the tea-pot, which 
should tiivir hv of tin. Allow one 
teas|>oonful of tea for one cu]) of boil- 
ing water. Reduce the projiortion of 
tea when several cups art^ required. 
Put the tea in the hot tea-pot, jiour 
on the boiling water, cover closely 
and keO}) hot five minutes. In boiling 
tea the aroma is wasted and tannin is 
extracted. 'I'annic acid acts upon tin 
and produces a poisonous compound. 

COVl'^KIC. 

Coffee is the seed of a small tree, 
which grows in Arabia, .lava, the 
West In<lies and South America. 
Mocha is the best variety. It comes 
from Arabia. 

("ofFce should, like tea, be made in 
granite-w^ire or porcelain vessels, the 
coffee pot being kept delicately clean. 
One-third INlocha and two-thirds Java 
is considered choice, (^roain and 
block sugar are essential if you would 
have the best. If boiled longer than 
five minutes the volatile oil is dissipat- 
(ul and the tannic acid extracted, 
which combines Avith milk and makes 
a leathery, indigestible compound. 

COKKKK (UOll.Kl)). 

One heaping tablespoonful of 
ground cofTee, one-half cup of cold 
water. Bring to a boil. Add one 
cu]i of boiling water; boil five min- 
utes. Stir well and juit it where it 
will keep hot, but not boil, for ten 
minutes. He careful not to roil the 
cofTee by careless pouring or shaking 
the i)Ot, One egg shell or one table- 
spoonful of caramel will lielji to clarify 
or " settle" the beverage. 

MIIFKINS. 

One pint of fl<mr, two te.aspoonfuls 
baking powder, one-half scant tea- 
spoonful of salt, two eggs beaten 
separately, one scant cup of milk, one- 
fourth cuji of butter melted. 

Mix (he flour, baking powder and 
salt, add the milk and butter to the 
bea((>n yolks. Put the two mixtures 
together (luickly, add the whites. 
l"'ill hot muflin jtans, that have been 
well greased, (wo-tliirds full and bake 
fifteen minutes in a v-ery hot ovt>n. 

OATMKAl,. 

Oatmeal comes in three grades. 
The Scotch consider the coarse oat- 
meal the best ; it is the whole oat 
with the outer husk removed. The 
Scotch are called a nation of dyspep- 
tics, because thev boil their oatmeal 
too soft and swallow it whole. 

Oatmeal is highly nutritious, being 
richer in nitrogen than any other 
grain. The nitrogenous matter resem- 
bles casein mcn-e than gluten and is 
called avenin (from aveiui, (he oat). 
It IS rich in food for muscle and brain, 
but needs strong digestive ))owers. 
It should be thoroughly masticated 
and mixed with the saliva to be easily 
diges(e(l. The meal should be well 
cooked and dry rather than thin. 

TO <'OOK OAT.MKAl,. 

One cup of coarse oatmeal, one tea- 
s)ioonful of salt, three and a half cups 
of boiling water. Boil rapidly eight 
or ten minutes. Stir earefullv' with a 
fork, then steam sixty 

minutes. 

SAIK'K FOB ASl'AKA(il.S. 

One pint of milk, one pint of water 
in whitdi the asparagus was cooked, 
two t.ablespoonfuls of butter, two 
heaping tablespoonfu Is of flour^ one 
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even teaspoonful of salt, one salt- 
spoonful of ))epper. 

FOOD. 

Nourishing foods are those which 
serve to develop perfectly every 
animal function, but do not increase 
the strength and speed of org.anie 
action beyond the jvoint of full nutri- 
tion. Bread, vegetables, fruits, 
sugar, salt and water are nourishing. 
Foods which impart a speed and 
energy to the organs above 
necessarjr to perfect nutrition 
stimulating foods. Animal food 
this class. Innutritions foods 
tho.se which are not .assimilated. 

I.KMON JKLLY. 

Half a box of gelatine, one scant 
cup of cold water, one pint of boiling 
water, one cup of sugar, two thirds of 
a cnp of lemon juice, one square inch 
stick cinnamon. Soak the gelatine in 
the cold water until soft. Steep the 
thin rind of the lemon and cinnamon in 
(he i)int of boiling water ten minutes, 
then add the softened gelatine, sugar 
and lemon juice. Strain when dis- 
solved, and mold. If covered it will 
not harden. Set it in a rool place. 
l|se only the yellow part of the rind. 
For one box of gelatine six lemons 
are used. If yon have not stick cinna- 
mon, tie about one saltspoonful of 
pulverized cinnamon in a piece of 
muslin and steep. 

COOKIES. 

One cup of butter, two cujis of 
sugar, one third cup of milk, two 
eggs, four even teaspoonfuls of baking 
p(>wder in four cups of flour. Flavor 
with nutmeg. Cream the butter, ad<l 
the sugar, milk and beaten egg, then 
the b.aking powder mixed in four cups 
tif fl(?ur, then add more flour to roll 
out thin. Roll a little at a time. 
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The deaf-mutes of Brooklyn are 
gratified with the excellent results of 
the Fair.

The color of the negro is a permanent 
ground of antagonism between the two 
races. Koderitro caMs Othello " black lips." 
Hraliantio speaks of his "sooty bo.soni," 
while liiifo shows his contempt by demand 
in,^ what delif>;ht Desdemona can have in 
"lookinj? on the devil."
